the conditions of the peace on the sit- 
uation of the German population as 
follows:

•' 'In the last two generations Ger- 
many has become transformed from 
an agricultural to an industrial state. 
As an 
agricultural state 
Germany 


could feed 40,000,000 inhabitants. 
In 


her quality of an industrial state she 
could ensure the nourishment of a 
population of 67.000.000 . In 1913, the 
Importation of foodstuffs amounted in 
round figures .to 12,000,000 tons. Be- 
fore the war-15,000.000 persons pro- 
vided for their existence in Germany 
bv -fpreig-n trade and by navigation, 
ei'thef-in 'a direct or. an indirect'man- 
ner, by the use of foreign raw materi- 


Tcrms Take Away AU Ships. 


•' -According' to 
the 
conditions of 


the peace treaty Germany will sur- 
render her merchant 
tonnag-e 
and 
ships in course of construction suit- 
able for overseas 
trade. 
.German 


shipbuilding yards will build for five 
vears in the first instance tonnage des- 
securities in the allied and associated 
ernments. 
Germany 
will, moreover, 


renounce her colonies, all her over-

many would lose to the east the most 
important regions for the production 
of corn and potatoes which would be 
equivalent to the loss of 21 percent, of 
tho total crop of those articles of food. 
Moreover the intensity of our agricul- 
tural production would diminish con.- 


"On the one hand the importation 


of certain raw material indispensable 
for the production of manure, such as 
phosphates, would be hindered: on the 
other hand this industry would suffer 
like all industries for lack of coal: 
The treaty provides for the loss of al- 
most a third of the production of our 
coal mines. Apart from this decrease 
we are forced for 10 years to deliver 
enormous consignments oC coal to var- 
ious allied countries. 
Robbed of Mineral Products. 
" -Moreover, in conformity with the 
treaty, Germany will concede to her 
neighbors nearly three quarters of her 
mineral production and 
more 
than 


three fifths of her zinc product. . 
" -After this diminution of her pro- 
ducts after the economic depression 
caused by the loss of her' colonies, of 
her merchant fleet and of her po- 
sessions abroad, Germany would not 
be in a state to import from abroad 
a sufficient quantity of raw material. 
An enormous part of German industry 
would therefore-Inevitably 
be . con- 


demned to destruction. 
At the same 
time the necessity of importing food- 
stuffs 
would 
increase considerably, 
whilst the probability of satisfying that 
demand would diminish in the same 
proportion. 
"_ 
" 'At the end of a short time Ger- 
many would therefore not be in a po- 
sition to give -bread and work to her 
numerous millions of inhabitants who 
would be reduced to earning their 
livelihood by navigation and by trade. 
Those persons would have to emi- 
grate, but that is a material impos- 
sibility all the more so because many 
countries and the most important ones, 
will oppose any Gerroan immigration. 
Moreover, hundreds of millions of Ger- 
mans expelled from the territories of 
tho powers now at war with Germany, 
from the colonies and territories which 
Germany must surrender, will return 
to their native land. 
Foresees TJOSS of Millions. 
" 'The putting into execution of the 


conditions of peace would 
therefore 


logically bring about the loss of sev- 
eral millions of persons in Germany. 
This catastrophe would not be long- 
in coming about, seeing that the health 
of the population has been broken 
down during the war by the blockade, 
and during the armistice by the aggra- 
vation of the blockade' of famine. No 
help however Important or over how- 
ever king a period it might be dis- 
tributed, would prevent these deaths 
en masse. 
Peace would impose on 
Germany numberless human sacrifices 
that this war of four years and a half 
did not demand of her pride (1,750,- 
000 killed, nearly one million dead, 
victims of the. blockade.1

Concessions in the 
peace 
treaties 


have been made to the Germans by 
the Paris conference. Slight modifica- 
tions have been made in the terms of 
the Sarre valley.award and the terms 
regarding reparations, as they stood 
in the original text also have been 
modified in slight degree. 


The fact that the. Council of Four 


had decided to make these modifica- 
tions was reported in a dispatch from 
Paris late last night. 
The message, 


however, did not indicate just what 
were the alterations 
decided 
upon. 


These are expected to be developed in 
part with the handing to the Germans 
touay ot the council's .reply to the 
German note on reparations. 
There 


were no indications, however. 
when 


the exact nature of the concessions 
made regarding the Sarre valley would 
be revealed. 


China's delegation at the peace con- 


ference- has decided that it' will sign 
the peace treatv- in spite of its declar- 
ation that it would not do so because 
of the decision o£ the Council of Three 
to-the turning over to Japan of Ger- 
many's interests in Shantung and Kioa 
Chau. It is said, however, that reser- 
vations will be made in attaching the 
signatures of the Chinese, it 
being 


pointed out that the United 
States 


has taken similar action in the past. 


The question of the future adminis- 


tration is taking much time -of the 
conference, and it appears to be a de- 
sire on the part of the powers that the 
United States shall assume the posi- 
tion of mandatory for Turkey. Presi- 
dent Wilson has been 
advised 
by 
Henry Morgenthau, former American 
ambassador to Turkey, that the' ad- 
ministration of Constantinople, Ana- 
tolia and Armenia should be combined 
in the hands of one of the powers. 
It is indicated that if there is any ac- 
ceptance of the responsibility of ad- 
ministering Turkish affairs) by 
the 


United States, It will be conditioned 
upon 
ratification by the senate. 


It is not expected that the nego- 


tiations with the Germans at Versailles 
will be interfered-with- by the'absence 
of Count Von Broskdorff-Ranzau and 
other members of the delegation, who 
have gone to Spa for conferences.

if we wished-to become-acquainted 
with some girls.

were taken to a roadhouse which we

On the way out I 
heard one of the men on the drivers 
seat of the cab tell the other that they 
had a couple of 'easy marks.'

came suspicious and urged Senns to 
get out of the cab.

tained black eyes. The bartender was 
aided by civilians in the saloon.

were pretty ba.dly bruised up."

Senns told that

night's adventures as he recalls-them 
as follows: 
"L remember of getting into a taxi- 
cab and going to a roadhouse where 
I had some drinks. 1 remember being 
brought back to the city. I awakened 
this morning sitting in a chair in the 
lobby of a local hotel. 
"I felt inside my blouse for my wal- 
let in which I had had $30 and found 
it missing. 
It was every cent. I had 
with me. 
After serving in every big 


battle in France since the Americans 
joined the allies. 1 thought an Ameri- 
can soldier was immune from robbery 
by Ills fellow citizens."

REV. G. E. EWING 
DESCRIBES FRENCH 
PEOPLE AND CUSTOMS 


Letters received from (he Hev. C. E. 


E'wing- 
describing interesting 
items 


connected with living- 
conditions 
in 


France have been received by mem- 
bers of his family and brief extracts 
wilt be noted as follows: , 


"Most of the French freight cars are 


very much shorter and .lighter than 
ours. At every station there are snui.ll 
turntables, by which they are turned 
and sent on to another track. Horses 
are generally used to make the .trans- 
fers, drawing on ropes attached 
to 


the cars. Many of the cars arc owned 
by private companies, 
some 
being 


French, some German, which 
have 


been turned over- to the allies after 
the 
armistice. 
Some 
are 
Italian, 


bringing troops from Italy and others 
in large numbers are marked U. S. A. 
The latter will eventually be turned 
over td France after the American 
soldiers have gone home. 
"Today I noticed a vestibuled train 


of 18 vestibuled cars with 
big 
red 


crosses on their sides. 
Many of the 


French locomotives have long smoke 
stacks and many of them have their

-Those favor- 
ing the leuguo hart steadfastly be- 
ilieved, up to the time ot the publica- 
ition of the peace, treaty, that this 
(document would be so fair and gener- 
ious in its provisions as to reduce to a 
lm.inim.um the causes of international 
jjealousy and bad feeling in Europe. 
JBtit now that they have time to study 
'the terms they are driven to conclude 
ithat if Europe is to have such a peace 
:ns the statesmen at Versailles have 
.decreed, Europe will soon be again at 
••war 
The people of the.United States 
;do not want a close alliance with, the 
{peoples oC Europe If the latter are to 
W continuously at war or oa the verge 
;of war. 
So far as tho United States is con- 


cerned, there is nothing in the peace 
treaty itself, 1C the league of nations

lead to new wars between ourselves 
and our late enemies. Unhappily not 
so much may be said for the peace 
terms, as thoy affect the relations of 
Germany and the. allied states oE the

Thus the Saar coal basin is g-iven^to 


France in such a way that it seems 
unlikely that it will ever be returned 
to Germany. It must be kept in mind 
that the Saar valley is as German as 
Berlin. To give an appearance of fair- 
ness it is provided that there shall be 
a plebiscite in fifteen years. But since 
tho Saar valley is utterly German, why 
liavo a. plebiscite at all? 
Or why not 


have it now? The plebiscite is to be 
conducted by France, and Germany 
wH* not be given an opportunity even 
••to see that the 
ballots are 
fairly 


counted. Those who know anything 
about the rottenness oC European pol- 
itics will be very much surprised if a 
fair chance Is given to the 300..0Q.O 
German inhabitants of the valley to 
express their preferences when the 
plebiscite is hold.

When a' public is interested in art, 
music, or drama, the call for books 
on those subjects is greater than in a 
community that docs not pay especial 
attention to them. 


This reflection is shown locally in 


the last few months. Since Janesville 
has started on an industrial develop- 
ment, the demand at the library for 
books on architecture apd 
building- 


has been greater than atrany time in 
the history of the institution. People 
are interested in homes: the problem 
of solving a housing- emergency has 
directed the 
attention of many to 


kindred subjects. 


Many people have accepted the be- 


lief that a library is nilecl only with 
books on fiction. That it is the place 
where the children and 
grown-ups 


get their tales oi romance and adven- 
ture. 
A library, equipped as the av- 


erage modern Institution is, contains 
books on n wide range of subjects. 
With these at hand, the good which 
may result through a closer relation- 
ship with them is difficult to value. 


The person who 
has passed the 


school age. yet is conscious of a lack 
!n the quantity or quality of his learn- 
ing, can. if he has the ambition and 
patience, round out a very complete 
collcg-e course within the quiet of the 
library. 
The person who desires to travel— 


to 'see the world—but who for one 
reason or another is unable to do so, 
can get the nearest substitute by read- 
ing of those places which attract him. 


The merchant and business man can 


obtain 
Information 
concerning- raw 


materials, transportation, processes of 
manufacture, markets and other facts 
which will be of value to him: the 
farmer who wants advice concerning 
his crops: the mother seeking hints 
on the welfare of her children or tha 
care of the home—all these have an 
almost unlimited source of supply. 


Those who have not seen the possi- 


bilities o£ our library-,should make a 
visit—,10t merely to glance around 
and admire its exterior and interior 
appearance—but with the idea of de- 
termining the vast amount of useful 
knowledge which is stored away on 
its shelves, and then making what use 
they desire of it.

IN LARGE NUMBERS

London, May 23.—Conscientious ob- 


iectors in increasing numbers are be- 
ins released from .English prisons but 
there are still about 500 Quakers and 
other objectors to military service who 
are working out hard-labor sentences. 


Utogether ii.136 men have resisted 


the British military, service acts and

Sixty-three objectors have died since 
be'iiiK-arrested, nine while in prison. 
From ine beginning of conscript on
